uat a Writer upon Politicks is this! Here’s a 
Man, who has been thefe Ten Years publifhing 
Differtations upon Goyernment, without knowing the 
Nature, Foundation, or Difference, of Governments ; 
and whe, rather than not traduce the prefent Lecal 
Government of England, will affert that li Govern- 
ments are equally Legal. What, are all the Arbitrary 
Governmencs in the World, Legal? Have They the 
Laws on their Side, who know no Laws? Is Power, 
meer Power, Lac? Doth the Will of the Soverciga 
conftitute Law ? What would Aigernoon Sidney, whote 
facred Name he has fo often prophaned, have faid of 
4Man, who fhould level Legal and Arbitrary Govern 
ments? He, who wrote his whole Book of Govern- 
ment, in Defenfe of Legal againft .4rbitrary Power. 

But, this Man doth not know the Meaning of 
Common Words: He feems to affert, with the /ul-

vernments, orelic we can have no Conffitution ‘The 
Keafou why there is no Conftitution in Arbitrary Go- 
vernments fs, That there is xo Law ; that is, Nothing 
Conftituted. ‘There may, indeed, be bad Laqws, and 
a bad Execution of good Laws ; which will render 
even a Leoal Government {o far bad: But there can 
be no good Government without Laws, or Stated 
Rules ot A€tion, which fhall be equally obligatory to 
the Governors and Governed, to Prince and Perple. And 
in this confilts the grand diftinguifhing Exceilence or 
Preference of Legal 10 Arbitrary Governments. 

But, fays Mr. D*Anvers, King Charles the Se- 
cond’sGovernment was /gal and effallibed; and vet, 
a very bad one: And Dryden, Parker, and L’Eftrange, 
bad as it was, called it a very good one. Did they 
fo? Why then, they were very bad Men ; bur what's 
this tous? Why truly the Airclinegs of our Days feem 
to copy from them; for continues Mr. D'Anvers, 
* I can hardly look into one of their Papers, without 
* fanfying to mytelf chat I am reading the Works of 
* our Walfingbams and Osbornes ; they are fo much 
‘ alike, that one would do for the other, &¥c. 

WaT anodd fort ofa Fancy this Man has! who, 
befides this Author, can bring himfelf to fanfy the 
Principles of L'Efirange and Osborne alike ! However, 
to be ferious: It chis be true, that the Writers for 
the prefent Government are exafly like thofe infamous 
Proftitures, Bifhop Parker, and L’Efirange; then it 
will follow, that our Walfinghams and Osbornes have 
advanced the fame Principles with them, and defended 
the fame wicked Government. To fhew the Falfhood 
of which, I will briefly lay down the Principles cf 
thofe Writers; and then, give a fhort Account of 
King Charles the Secona’s Government, lcaving the 
Reader to draw Parallels. 

Tue Principles of L’Efrange and Bifhop Parker 
were thefe ; Abfolute Patiive Obedience and Non-

W ould not any Man think, he is reading Mr. Osborne 
in this Quotation? But what need we quote the 4 orks 
of thefe Tools cf arbitrary Power? Every Manknows, 
they were all calculated to fubvert the Conittitution «f 
England ; to advance Regal Power upon the Ruins of 
Popular and Parliamentary Right; to root out all

pritute Truth and Falfhood, Right and Wrong, Jult 
and Unjuft, in all Matters of Keligion and Govern- 
ment. 

Is not this, now, the exact Picture of our J/al- 
finghams and Osbornes? Did not Osborne Copy his 
Syftem of Politicks from L’Efrange and Parker? His 
S\item of Politicks, as appears from the whole Tenor 
of his Writings, is, ‘ That all Power is originally in 
‘ the People; and confequently, that no Man or Set 
of Men, can have a Right to Power, but thofe to 
whom the People give it ; that no Power Is from 
God, in any other Senfe, than as the Exercife of it 
according to the Principles of Reafon and fuftice, 
is agreeable to his Will: Thar the jole End and 
Defien of Government, isa more efleétual Security 
of all the Riebts of the People than they could have 
ina State of Nature. And, that when this End ts 
fubverted, and thofe Rights and Privileges invaded 
which ought to be facredly preferved, “tis then the 
Duty of the People toric up as one Man, and 
Resist the Invader.’ 

Let the Reader, now, draw a Parall! between 
the Principles of the Osbernes and Walfing hams of our 
Days, and che Parkers and L’//'ranges of King 
Charles the Second’s. 
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Havine thus hewn, thar the Principles of thefs 
feveral Wrisers are as oppofite as Light and Dark- 
nefs, tho’ Mr. Lo” frvers lays they are exattly alike ; 
let us take a fhort View of the Government of Kin 
Charles the Secoud ; by which the Reader will fee, 
whether a Man who Lefesds the prefent C.vernment, 
muit be a Proflitute, like the Det-nders of that Go- 
vernment ; which is what the Crajtfnan affirms, 

Mr. D* Anvers fays, that King Charles's Govern- 
ment was both Legal and Eftatijhed , but I fay, “twas 
neither: "Twas partly Legal, partly Megal: Was 
difpenfing with feveral Laces, ‘ull is férved the Pur- 
potes of the Court, Legal ? Was fthutting up the 
Exebequer, and robbing Thoufands of Orphans, 
Legal? with a vaft Number of other Things that 
might be named. But befides the illecal 44s of his 
Government, feveral of the Laws of that Reiga 
were unjuft, and fubverfive of all true Liberty: The 
Laws againft Diffenters were Cruel and Tyrannical ; 
high Fines and Imprifonment, for worfhiping Ged ac- 
cording to their Conftiences; and Banifhment or 
Tranfportation for the third Offence, as ‘tis called. 
That Law which obliged the Subjects to take an 
Oath, * That "twas not lawful, on ary Pretence wi at- 
* ever, to take up Arms againft the King, or thofe 
* Commiffion’d by him,” was efablibing Tyranny by 
Law. But we need not mention Particulars; there 
was a Defign, through his whole Reign, to fubvert 
all the Libercies of the People, and fer up arbitrary 
Power : To which End, the King himfelf, as is put 
beyond all doubt by Danby's and Avontagu’s Letters, 
was a Penfioner to Lewis XIV. who fent him Money 
to cnable him to fubfilt withour a Parliament, while 
he was carrying on Meafures to put an everlafting 
End to them, and our Liberties together. 

From this fhort and true Account of King 
Charles the Second’s Government, we leave our 
Readers to judge; whether thofe who defend the 
prefent Government, muft be fuch Profticures as the 

Defenders of that Government ; and, whether Mr. 
D’ Anvers, who athrms it, deferves any Credit for the 
furure ?
